The Now, Peaceful- Pinion Once a Terror 


ti> tho Palefaces 


It may surprise many to learn that 


the, peaceful Piuto was ever a source of 
genuine worriment to the early settlers 
in tliis State, but such is the fact. In 
the drat trouble, away back in 1832, the 
blame rests on the paleface and not on 
tho Indian. Subletted party was tnov 
ing down the Hnmboldt, when a trap 
per named Joseph Meets wantonly 
shot down an Indian who was standing 
near, giving as an excuse that "he 
1 oked as though he was going to stea 
the traps." 


Later Bonneville's party, under the 


leadership of Jos. Walker, passed 
through Nevada, and on one occasion 
they came upon a party of Indians 
near quite a large stream that came in 
from the north. 
Walker's party, ac- 


cording to 
Washington Irving's at* 


count, flred upon the Indians, killing 
abouttwenty, giving no good reason for 
the butchery. 


The early settlers in the Carson, 


Eagle and Washoe Valleys were not 
troubled by the Indians to any great 
extent, but occasionally slock would 
be run off. On one occasion quite a 
large band of Indians assembled on the 
flat across the river "from Dayton and 
informed Fraok Hall and other Eagle 
valley people that they had better go 
home. 


Many of the immigrants were troub- 


led by. the Indians on the Humboldt 
and some hard fought battles took 
place. AijiongS'J these was the Strug' 
gle between-a party of twenty-two im- 
migrants under Captain Pierson, and 
the Indiana near Battle Mountain, and 
from this struggle the 
place 
was 


named. 


In 1837 James Williams and John 


McMarlin were killed near Lake valley. 


The winter of 1859 was a very severe 


one, and the Indians found it difflcnli 
to get enough to eat. Toe Traokee was 
frozen over hard enough to bear up 
wagons. Even the whites suffered for 
provisions. Hay was $1,000 a tou, flour 
$75 a sack nnd other provisions iu pro- 
portion. 
The Indians attributed the 


unusual severity of (he winter to the 
presence of the whites and by spring 
they became very impudent, Deming 
and Lassen had been murdered in the 
Honey Lake vicinity, and JJie . settlers 
xsked Governor Eoop for aid. 


In April, 1860, the Piute chiefs held 


a council of war at Pyramid lake. Poito 
;he head chief, was reully for war, but 
was too shrewd a politician to commit 
airnsolf. Youug Winnemucca was op- 
posed to war, but while he was arguing 
'or peace a messenger rode into camp 
with the news tbut Williams' Station, 
uiuo mites below Fort Churchill, had 
been attacked by Captain Goo and 
seven men killed. The men killed had 


rossly abused some of the ludi-.ius. 


L'he Indians passed on to Buckland't 
•luce, but were scaled back when day- 
ight came on. A rancher named C. 
M. Davis waa not molested for the 
aasou, us they afterwards explained,

Stewart remained at Pyramid Lake 
and made a temporary fort called Ft. 
Haven, Capt. F. W. Lander bad a 
brush with the Indians in Painter Val- 
ley in Koop oounty and lost one man, 
after whom the valley is named. 


Fort Ohurohill was established soon 


after the Pyramid war and reservations 
were set aside for the Pahutes the next 
year. 


It is not possible to make a synopsis 


of the Indian troubles in Paradise Val- 
ley, Elko, White Pine and Lincoln 
counties without destroying interest 
in the subject, and I reserve the sub- 
ject for a future article. The India 
troubles of 1865 in Paradise Valley an 
vicinity are by far the most iuterestin 
in the history of Navada,

theria are reported at or nearHuff-

death from the dread disease within 
the .last two days, which brings the 
number up to six within two weeks. 
It is said that the character of the dis. 
ease is of the most malignant type. 
The cases reported at the English 
Mill and in the eastern end of town 
could not be traced up.

Phillips says that the Constable went 
to the place near the English Mill and 
found no sickness in the family re- 
ported .whatever and that careful in- 
quiry among the physicians did not 
develop a Single instance in uor near 
town. The Board of Health are taking 
every precaution to prevent any spread 
of the disease and it is believed it will 
be checked.

Teaching Them 


The simple and effective method of 


teaching English to the children of Ital- 
ians, Portuguese, Polish and German 
Jews used in tho north end schools of 
Boston might profitably be adopted by 
other cities which are obliged to face 
the fact that within their borders are 
thousands of foreign children-who know 
nothing of the customs, institutions or 
language of thia country. A writer m 
tho Boston Transoriptthua describes tho 


m The children, within a few days after 
their arrival, are sent to the public 
schools, as n rule without compulsion, 
and here they are first of all taught tho 
English language. It is done by a .sys- 
tem of object lessons. The teaohera m 
the elementary rooms are young women, 
as men would not be patient enough to 
accomplish the best results. 


The teacher may point to her eye and 


say, "Thia is my eye," repeating it sev- 
eral times and requiring the pupils to 
repeat it in unison. Other portions of 
the body are pointed out in a similar 
manner, and then familiar objects m 
the room are in the same way bro»r:.u 
to the attention of tho children. 


Later, when they have made sufflsn-ut 


progress in the language, it becomes cic- 
BirTble to teaoh the different tenses, io 
accomplish tlris, a boy or girl is directed 
to run slowly round tho room, when Jio 
teacher and children say in unison, 
"That boy is running," repenting tua 
sentence several times. The boy is then 
told to halt, and thn teacher and iiujjila 
say in unison, "That boy did rn..; 
aaain. "That boy is standing etui, 
"Thai boy can run," "That -boy _» 
walking," "That boy walto fasi/
